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“on ay night, October 30, 1956, at bens atel 9: 45 Dem, Death came 
to Erick R.. Johnson, of the Bronx, New York. He was buried Saturday morning, Novem-. 
ber 3, 

Erick was for many years, one of the vorld's foremost DXers. In his col- 
lection, were upwards of ©,900 broadcast band verifications. Erick specialized most- 
ly in Domestic DX, and it was rare inuead when a new tester ascaped his avid scars. 
And in the last five years or so, he and your Editor, Lefty Cooper, had a code wheree 
by if eitner heard a new tester during the wee hours, he would telephons the other 
right then and there and pass the word along to the other DXer. 

“hen he passed along to his Maker, Erick was 5@ years old. He was born in 
tHe State of ifimnesota, and lieved there, and also in a suburb of Detroit, ‘ichigan, 
for some time, He even spent a year or so living in Sweden with his relatives in 
that country. But most of us lmow him as a New Yorker. All 2,900 6f his verics were 
garnered from his Bronx home, as all his old verifications from his Michigan loca+ 
tion wers inadvertantly lost when he moved Eastward. 

Dering the summer, Erick complained of headaches and toothaches, and he 
consulé8d both a medical doctor and a dentist, They both decided it might be caused 
‘by infected teeth, and ordered him to have therm all removed, Has first visit to the 
dental surseon found him extracting four teeth. A fev days after this, Erick was 
suddenly stricken vith paralysis of his left side. He was rvahed to the hospital, 
and given a thorough examination. After an exploratory incision made in his scvll, 
he was sour. up and sent home, He then lost weight rapidly, and after an illness of 
four montns, he passed away, back in the hospital again, after a second severe seige. 

: any of those ‘vho have been in the DX hobby for a period of many years will 
remember hin as the one-time Editor of the Broadcast Band Section of the now defunct 
Universal DE Club, 

jrick worked many years as a rai lroad engineer for the New York, ..6. Haven 
and Hartford Keilroad. About two years ago, he received a promotion to a desk job 
from 4 pam. +0 midnight, Sunday through Thursday nights. His run in recent years was 
from Grand Contral Terminal in New York to Stamford, Connecticut. 

He attended at least two of our National Radio Club Conventions in S.ffalo 
and Williamsville, most recently in 1954 at the home of Joe and Marty Bruner «-nere 
he met many of his DX buddies for the first time, while renewing acquaintaices .:th 
many others, 

uriek kept many detailed records of all stations in the United States and 
Canada alpnebetically by call letters; kept an elaborate personal log of his catches 
in the order in which they were received, and kept his log by frequencies right up to 
scratch a% all time, He sent very detailed reception reports to every sta*ion to 
whica ae reported, often receiving letters in return telling hin it was the wcst come 
prehensive report they had ever received from a DXer. As a result, and iue to his 
workin: hours, sleeping hours, and many hours spent at the dials, he didn'!s find the 
time to send in reports for "Musings." For that reason, many of our membors ~.co did 
not attend the Conventions did not know him, either in person, or through these 
pages. Yotwe say without fear of rebuttal that he was one of the foremost Dxers we 
have ever nad, and that he had hosts of friends in this club. 

After we published the news that he was very ill last summer, and sugsested 
get-well cards be sent him, he was bes@éged with an avalanche of them, and he was 
deeply moved by the thoughtfulness of his brothers in DX ~ so mush so that he cried 
when his ife, Sue, brought them to his hospital bed. Naturally, he was mable to 
answer them, but rest assured, those of you who sent such cards, that you imade a very 
Bick man very happy towards the end of his life.
